Prior  to  coming  to  High  Point  Rabbi  Cold  filled  the  Rabbi- 
nate at  Danville,  Illinois,  where  he  also  served  as  Civilian 
Chaplain  at  the  Veteran's  Hospital  there.  Rabbi  Gold  has  also 
instructed  at  his  College  and  taught  Talmud  at  a  Preparatory 
Seminary  in  Detroit,  Michigan. 

He  is  married  to  the  former  Rose  Romirowsky,  and  they 
have  two  children,  Irwin  and  Sara. 


This  is  the  day  which  the  Lord  lias  made;  a  day  for  which  High  Point  Jewry  has 
waited  for  a  quarter  of  a  centurv  to  see;  let  us  be  glad  and  rejoice  in  it. 

The  dedication  of  our  Educational  Center  comes  just  as  we  are  about  to  celebrate 
the  'Silver  Anniversary"  of  our  Synagogue  built  in  1927.  It  is  appropriate  that  these 
two  'simchas'  should  be  merged  into  one  great  holiday.  For  the  High  Point  Jewish 
Community  is  Synagogue  centered.  All  of  our  functions  revolve  around  it,  our  inspi- 
ration comes  from  it.

The  Synagogue  continued  to  grow  and 
has  taken  on  a  variety  of  activities;  social,  cultural  and  philanthropic.  It  became  a 
meeting  place  for  all  organizations  in  the  community.  Therefore,  today  when  we  ex- 
pand our  physical  facilities  to  house  these  functions,  we  are  merely  carrying  out 
our  historical  obligations. 

Now  we  are  left  with  a  challenge.  We  have  always  maintained  that  once  the 
Center  was  built  we  would  expand  our  activities  in  all  fields  of  Jewish  life.  We  have 
those  facilities,  now  let  us  use  them  to  the  full. 

On  behalf  of  Mrs.  Gold  and  mvself,  I  extend  a  hearty  Mazel-tov  to  the  entire 
High  Point  Jewry.  May  that  source  of  inspiration  that  resulted  in  this  beautiful  Cen- 
ter never  leave  us,  so  that  we  may  continue  to  plan  and  build  a  happy,  God  inspired 
community.

HISTORY  OF 
HIGH  POINT  JEWISH  COMMUNITY 

"Be  strong  and  of  good  courage.   Be  not  afraid;  neither  be  thou  discouraged; 
for  Z,  the  Lord  thy  God,  am  with  thee  whithersoever  thou  goest." 

—Joshua  1:9 


One  of  the  most  fascinating  studies  in  America 
is  the  history  of  Churches  and  Synagogues  and 
their  origin.  A  point  in  favor  of  this  conten- 
tion mav  be  found  in  the  story  of  the  beginning  of 
the  Hebrew  Congregation  here  in  this  city  of  High 
Point. 

The  first  Jewish  settlers  came  to  High  Point  in 
the  year  1888.  They  were  the  Harris  brothers, 
Louis  and  Henry,  followed  by  the  Silver  and  Lon- 
don families.  These  three  families,  feeling  a  need 
for  Jewish  religious  instruction,  hired  the  services 
of  another  early  settler,  L.  A.  Kress,  a  businessman, 
to  take  on  the  religious  duties  and  functions  needed 
in  their  young  community.  The  news  spread  rapid- 
ly and  other  families  moved  here  to  throw  their 
lot  in  with  that  of  the  Community  of  High  Point. 
Among  those  settlers  was  Solomon  Robinowitz,  who 
came  at  the  turn  of  the  century  and  still  is  active 
in  the  administration  of  the  synagogue. 

As  the  community  grew  there  was  a  decided 
need  for  larger  quarters  in  which  to  carry  on  reli- 
gious services,  for  the  members  were  utilizing  their 
own  homes  as  temporary  sanctuaries.  Especially 
was  this  need  in  the  early  autumn  when  the  Jewish 
High  Holidays  occured  and  people  came  from  near- 
by cities  to  participate  in  the  services.  In  1911,  the 
Synagogue  found  its  first  quarters  in  the  newlv 
built  Harris  building  on  Washington  Street  near 
Main,  using  the  third  floor  facilities  of  the  old 
Masonic  Temple.  These  halls  were  utilized  for 
three  years;  then  the  Synagogue  moved  to  Main 
Street  above  what  was  at  that  time  Skiff's  Five  and 
Ten  Cent  Store.  After  a  few  years  the  Svnagogue 
moved  once  more— this  time  to  Wrenn  Street,  above 
the  Hauser  Store.  There  it  remained  until  the 
middle  of  the  1920's. 

By  this  time  the  community  had  grown  to  twen- 
tv-three  families  and  a  definite  need  for  a  perma- 


nent place  of  worship  was  felt.  A  lot  was  purchased 
on  Hamilton  and  Ray  Streets,  and  these  twenty- 
three  families  undertook  the  ambitious  task  of 
building  a  house  in  which  they  could  worship  the 
Lord  according  to  the  dictates  of  their  conscience. 
Taxing  themselves  to  the  limit  was  not  enough;  and 
with  many  good  people,  non-Jewish  and  Jewish,  of 
this  community,  contributing  generously,  in  1927, 
under  the  chairmanship  of  Mr.  Milton  Silver,  the 
High  Point  Hebrew  Congregation,  known  as  Con- 
pregatirn  Bnai  Israel  (The  congregation  of  the 
Children  of  Israel)   was  completed. 

The  need  of  religious  leadership  was  taken  as  a 
matter  of  course  and  after  it  had  obtained  the  serv- 
ices of  its  first  lay  leader,  the  Jewish  Community 
cf  High  Point  did  its  utmost  to  procure  the  services 
of  the  best  Rabbi  they  could  obtain. 

It  must  be  explained  that  the  term  Rabbi  is  a 
flexible  one,  in  that  the  word  means  elder,  and  is 
used  to  identify  both  an  ordained  and  un-ordained 
leader.  Needless  to  say,  the  leaders  then  were  not 
ordained. 

The  first  elder,  un-ordained,  was  Rev.  M.  Orik, 
who  stayed  five  years.  He  was  followed  by  Rev. 
Mr.  Peros,  from  Palestine,  who  staved  ten  vears. 
Then  came  Rev.  Mr.  Glick,  succeeded  by  Rev. 
Goodkowitz,  grandfather  of  the  famous  and  now 
immortal  Rabbi  Alexander  Goode,  one  of  the  four 
Chaplains  of  World  War  II,  who  gave  up  their  life 
belts  so  that  other  lives  might  be  saved.  Rev.  Good- 
kowitz  stayed  for  18  years.  His  duties  were  taken 
up  by  Rev.  E.  B.  Ershler,  followed  bv  Rabbi  Freed- 
man,  who  was  succeeded  by  Rabbi  Werniek. 

The  first  ordained  Rabbi  came  here  about  11 
years  ago.  He  was  Rabbi  Eugene  Mihalv,  who 
was  followed  bv  Rabbi  Maskauf.  Next  came  Rabbi 
William  Frankel,  followed  in  1947  by  Rabbi  Wil- 
liam Gold,  a  graduate  of  the  Hebrew  Theological 
College  of  Chicago.

The  completion  of  the  Educational  Center  Building  of  The  High  Point  Hebrew  Congregation  is  the  culmination  of  a  need  that 
existed  in  our  community  for  many  years  as  far  back  as  1942.  A  fund  raising  campaign  was  started  for  the  purpose  of  building 
this  center.    However,  our  country  was  at  war;  six  million  Jews  and  thousands  of  people  of  other  faiths  were  being  exterminated  by 

Hitler;  Israel  was  becoming  a  nation  and  a  refuge  for  thousands  of  homeless  Jews. 
These  conditions  brought  about  unheard  of  needs  which  called  for  everyone's  help. 
To  answer  the  pleas  of  a  troubled  world,  the  Jewish  Community  of  High  Point 
raised  thousands  of  dollars  each  year  towards  the  help  of  others.  It  was  therefore 
not  until  1951— after  nine  long  years  of  waiting  for  the  fulfillment  of  a  wish  close 
to  everyone's  heart— that  the  raising  of  funds  for  the  Center  was  resumed  and  on 
November  29,   1951,  the  contract  was  made  for  its  construction. 

This  building  could  not  have  become  a  realitv  without  the  help  of  many 
individuals.  The  president  of  B'nai  Israel  Synagogue  and  officers  and  committees 
of  the  Educational  Center  Building  should  be  especially  commended  for  their 
tireless  efforts  towards  achieving  this  worthy  goal. 

The  contributors  to  our  building  fund,  many  of  whom  gave  most  generously, 
made  the  building  of  this  Center  possible. 

Last,  but  not  least,  beginning  with  our  first  ordained  Rabbi,  Eugene  Mihaly, 
and  continuing  with  our  present  Rabbi,  William  Gold,  I  feel  we  owe  our  debt  of 
gratitude  for  the  spiritual  guidance  which  we  have  received. 

The  planning  and  construction  of  this  building  has  fostered  an  increasing 
feeling  of  friendship  and  co-operation  and  I  hope  that  it  will  serve  us  well  in 
the  future  by  helping  our  youth  face  life  with  love,  selflessness  and  good  will 
towards  all  men.

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HISTORY  OF  THE  EDUCATIONAL  CENTER 

"A  Man  does  not  plant  a  tree  for  himself,  he  plants  it  for  posteritt/."—Dreamthorpe. 

This  magnificent,  modern,  and  functional  structure  that  we  are  dedicating  today  is  the  realization  of  nine  years 
years  of  dreaming,  planning,  and  working.  Located  on  the  corner  of  North  Hamilton  and  East  Ray  Streets,  in 
the  heart  of  the  thriving  City  of  High  Point,  North  Carolina,  it  may  well  serve  as  an  inspiration  not  only  to  this 
community,  but  to  Jewry  at  large. 

The  thought  of  this  Educational  Center  was  conceived  in  December,  1943.  Edward  Leyton  was  then  Pres- 
ident of  the  High  Point  Hebrew  Congregation. 

The  members,  led  by  Rabbi  Eugene  Mihaly,  felt  an  acute  need  for  an  Educational  Center,  and  were  the  moti- 
vating forces  behind  this  idea.  It  is  worthy  to  note  that  Milton  Silver  made  the  initial  contribution.  At  the  first 
meeting  William  London,  Of  Blessed  Memory,  was  appointed  General  Chairman,  later  resigning  due  to  business 
reasons.  Following  this,  Robert  Silver  became  General  Chairman  and  serving  with  him  continuously  throughout 
the  project  have  been  Ben  L.  Herman,  Secretary,  and  Harry  Doctor,  Treasurer. 

At  the  very  first  beginning  the  Women's  Organizations  were,  and  have  continued  to  be  throughout  the  entire 
period,  an  outstanding  force  behind  the  desire  to  give  our  Community  this  much  needed  building.  Too  much 
credit  can  never  be  given  these  organizations,  who  through  the  years  have  worked  diligently  and  vigorouslv  at 
various  projects,  raising  considerable  amounts  of  monies  and  material  which  were  always  earmarked  for  this  build- 
ing. These  monies  were  deposited  in  a  separate  fund  for  this  purpose,  no  matter  how  long  this  may  have  seemed 
away.  And  one  of  the  outstanding  factors  in  the  decision  to  begin  this  building  was  the  turning  over  to  the  Congre- 
gation by  these  Organizations  an  amount  of  considerable  size.  With  this  push  the  building  became  a  foreseeable 
future.  Mrs.  Ben  Swartzberg  must  be  given  a  share  of  this  credit  for  she  has  served  as  Treasurer  for  the  combined 
Women's  Organizations  since  the  initial  meeting. 

At  that  time  World  War  II  was  in  progress  and  it  was  felt  that  the  energies  and  financial  aid  of  the  Community 
should  be  devoted  to  Liberty  Bond  Drives,  U.J. A.  the  future  State  of  Israel,  and  other  interests;  and  so  the  Center 
remained  in  the  background.  However,  there  were  several  fund  raising  events  at  various  times  in  the  intervening 
years  and  in  1946  there  came  the  happy  day  when  the  site  for  the  present  Center  was  purchased. 

Samuel  Shavitz  was  President  of  the  Congregation  and  interest  in  the  Center  soared  to  new  heights:  fund  rais- 
ing was  renewed  with  increasing  enthusiasm;  blue  prints  were  drawn  up  under  the  direction  of  Mrs.  Louis  Green- 
berg;  Jacke  Samet  was  appointed  Co-Treasurer;  Mrs.  Harry  Jacobs  became  Co-Chairman  with  Robert  Silver;  and 
Mrs.  Irving  Tilles  became  the  Women's  Organizations  Steering  Committee  Representative. 

In  February,  1952,  the  peak  was  attained  when  at  an  all-out  campaign  Banquet,  a  considerable  sum  of  money 
was  pledged  and  Memorials  were  sold.  The  enthusiastic  response  of  the  members  was  overwhelming  and  proved  their 
eagerness  to  complete  the  project.  Samuel  Shavitz  and  Mrs.  Sam  Tobias  served  as  Co-Chairmen  of  the  Ways  and 
Means  Committee,  which  did  such  an  excellent  job. 

Following  this,  the  contract  was  let  by  the  President,  Joseph  Barr,  to  Coltrane  and  Graham.  With  the  inspired 
leadership  of  Joseph  Barr,  Herman  Bernard,  Vice-President  of  the  Congregation,  and  Rabbi  William  Gold,  the  build- 
ing was  actually  started  with  the  ground  breaking  ceremony  held  in  March,  1952.  Their  determination  and  perse- 
verance knew  no  bounds  and  on  Sunday  afternoon,  October  19,  1952,  a  simple  but  impressive  ceremony  marked 
the  occasion  of  the  Laying  of  the  Cornerstone.  The  Cornerstone  reads  "DEDICATED  TO  OUR  CHILDREN." 
At  last  the  building  was  ready. 

Today  we  are  here  to  dedicate  this  edifice.  It  is  consecrated,  with  heart  and  soul,  not  only  to  our  children, 
but  to  serve  as  a  focal  point  for  the  enrichment  of  our  lives  by  bringing  us  closer  together  in  the  spirit  of  religious 
education,  fellowship,  and  social  activities.  We  not  only  dedicate  this  building  but  we  dedicate  ourselves  to  the 
fulfillment  of  these  ideals.

THE  LADIES'  AUXILIARY 


At  the  turn  of  the  century,  three  Jewish  families 
had  established  firm  roots  in  the  citv  of  High  Point. 
The  descendants  of  these  three  pioneer  families,  the 
Harrises,  the  Londons,  and  the  Silvers,  are  today 
among  the  prominent  citizens  of  our  community.  Un- 
daunted by  lack  of  members,  the  wives  of  the  orig- 
inal settlers  met  for  the  purpose  of  giving  charity. 

As  the  number  of  Jewish  residents  increased,  the 
women  continued  to  meet,  though  informally,  be- 
cause of  the  wish  to  follow  that  great  Jewish  pre- 
cept, the  giving  of  charity.  In  1920,  a  milestone  had 
been  reached  with  the  advent  of  25  women.  The 
Auxiliary,  then  called  the  Ladies'  Aid  Society,  was 
formally  organized,  with  Mrs.  Milton  Silver  as  its 
first  president. 

The  growing  community  felt  an  acute  need  for  a 
House  of  Worship,  and  when,  in  1927,  our  beautiful 
Synagogue  was  completed,  the  Auxiliary  immediately 
organized  a  Sunday  School  with  Mr.  Harry  Doctor 
as  the  capable  superintendent. 

The  Ladies'  Auxiliary  worked  hand  in  hand  with 
the  congregation  in  all  matters  concerning  the  Syna- 
gogue, beautifying  the  grounds  and  keeping  the 
building  in  excellent  condition.    They  equipped  the 


kitchen,  and  when  the  mortgage  on  the  Synagogue 
was  burned,  the  Auxiliary  served  the  banquet  dinner. 
The  Auxiliary  may  be  compared  to  a  mother,  hover- 
ing over  the  Synagogue,  satisfying  its  every  need.  It 
is  interesting  to  note  that  the  first  wedding  in  the 
Synagogue  was  that  of  one  of  the  first  Sunday  School 
teachers,  Semmie  Herman  to  Harry  Jacobs. 

Again  as  the  community  grew,  the  need  for  an  edu- 
cational center  became  apparent.  In  1940  the  first 
Donor  Luncheon  was  held  with  Mrs.  Harry  Baumel 
as  chairman.  The  proceeds  were  put  into  a  Building 
Fund  to  be  used  for  an  educational  center.  All  the 
hopes  of  the  community  were  centered  in  this  great 
dream.  After  years  of  work  and  planning  the  Educa- 
tional Center  is  a  realitv.  The  women  of  the  Auxiliary 
have  indeed  rededicated  themselves  to  their  four- 
fold program,  of  serving  the  Synagogue,  the  Sunday 
School,  the  Center  and  Charity.  The  following  women

The  desire  of  a  group  to  express  itself  through  community 
service  is  a  sure  sign  of  progress.  The  Jewish  women  of  High 
Point,  twenty  years  ago,  felt  the  urgent  need  of  contributing  their 
talents  toward  the  betterment  of  the  community  in  which  they 
lived.  In  answer  to  this  need,  Mrs.  Sam  Tobias  was  instrumental 
in  organizing  the  local  section  of  the  National  Council  of  Jewish 
Women,  with  a  charter  membership  of  thirteen.  Her  vision  and 
guidance  placed  their  feet  upon  the  path  which  has  led  ever 
upward  to  wider  spheres  of  civic  work  and  to  a  present  day 
membership  of  ninety-two  women. 

The  torch  of  leadership,  kindled  bv  Mrs.  Tobias,  has  been 
held  in  turn  by:  Mrs.  Harry  Jacobs;  Mrs.  Joseph  Barr:  Mrs.  Harry  Kaplan;  Mrs.  Harry  Doctor;  Mrs.  Ben  Herman; 
Mrs.  Israel  Bloom;  Mrs.  Al  Rabhan;  Mrs.  Samuel  Hvman;  and  Mrs.  Arthur  Cassell. 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  this  section,  first,  to  seek  out  the  needs  in  our  community,  and  then  to  supply  the  needs 
to  the  best  of  our  ability.  Civic  enterprises,  both  temporary  and  long-standing,  have  been  inaugurated.  Outstanding 
among  the  latter  are  the  clothes  closets  at  both  the  Emma  Blair  and  Leonard  Street  Schools;  the  lending  linen  closet 
consisting  of  linens,  gowns,  and  lavettes  loaned  to  needy  families.  Our  hospital  lending  supplies  made  available  to  the 
indigent  at  no  cost,  consists  of  hospital  beds,  wheel  chairs,  and  sick  room  supplies.  Most  recently  the  establishment  of 
a  fund  for  DP  rehabilitation  in  High  Point;  Health  Department  Aids,  Volunteer  service  at  the  Mental  Hygiene  Clinic, 
Guilford  County  Sanitarium,  and  Presbyterian  Home  for  the  Aged  form  the  newest  committees. 

Council  Women  have  from  the  first  been  enthusiastic  supporters  of  the  plan  to  build  an  Educational  Center,  and 
have  assisted  in  every  possible  way  to  accomplish  this  goal. 

During  this  dedication  Council  once  more  reaffirms  her  faith  in  our  community,  pledging  herself  to  carry  out  with 
redoubled  effort  her  motto  of  'service'  to  God,  Community,  and  Country.

From  the  beginning  our  Lodge  has  co-operated  with  the  B'nai  B'rith  National  Program  and  has  indentified  it- 
self with  the  civic  activities  of  our  city.  Working  with  the  girl  scouts,  bov  scouts,  and  the  local  schools  we  have  done 
much  to  create  a  better  understanding  between  ourselves  and  our  neighbors.  A  U.S.O.  room  was  furnished  and  equip- 
ped both  downtown  and  at  the  High  Point  College  for  visiting  soldiers.  A  beautiful  and  much  needed  infirmary  was 
built  by  our  Lodge  at  the  Uwharrie  Boy  Scout  Camp. 

The  High  Point  B'nai  B'rith  Lodge,  now  boasting  a  membership  of  approximately  sixty-six,  has  had  a  great  influ- 
ence in  developing  Jewish  leadership  in  our  community.  The  fact  that  this  Lodge  is  the  foremost  men's  social  organi- 
zation in  our  community  is  evidence  of  the  esteem  which  our  community  places  on  the  Lods;e.  On  this  memorable 
occasion  the  Lodge  pledges  itself  in  the  spirit  of  benevolence,  brotherly  love  and  harmony  to  work  more  closelv  with 
the  B'nai  Israel  Synagogue  and  Educational  Center  to  achieve  the  goal  of  both  organizations— world  brotherhood.
